‘Were it nut for the fact that the dry sea- 
son has practically passed the figures sup- 
plied by the Director of Public Works under 
the heading “avater return” would’ be far 
from reassuring. It-scems: that at the end 
Pof March the total quantity of water in the 
four reservoirs—''ytam, Alyewash, Pokfu- 
lam, and Wong-nei-cheong—amounted to 
62,427,000 gallons, whereas last year at the 
{ same date. there Were 257,630,000 gallons, 
or four times the amount ‘there. is to-day. 
h The Wong-nei-cheong reserve shows the

only 127,000 gallons where there were over

Ment was vested with authority to supervise 
the management of private rulways. 

Those af the Con mittee, continued Marquis

INDIAN GOVERNMENT, MANIFESTO... 


Tho following has been issued by the Home 
Depyttment: : % 
Calcutta, January 18. — 


“ More than five years. have now passed since 
the Governor-General in Council, whet: review: 
ing the report of the Indian Plague Commis- 
sion, examined, in the light of the knowledge’ 
then available, various measures which had 
been proposed or adopted with .the object of 
checking diffusion of the disease, and indicated 
the considerations of policy which must govern 
their introduction in [adia during this petiod. 


While the efforts of Government’ officers have | 


in no way relaxed, and the peuple themselves 
have in many places shown a disposition, to 
acquiesce and even co-operate in preventive 
measures which do not conflict with their suci- 
al and religious usages, plagde has gradually 
spread to almost every part of India, and sub: 
ject to certain seasonal fluctuations, tends to 
recur year after yeur with undiminished viru- 
lence, About a ycar ago, the Government of 
India, acting in concert with the Royal Society 
and Lister Institute, nade arrangements for 
the sppointment, of a scientific , Commission, 
which is now investigating the causation ‘of 
plague in Bombay and the Punjab, Pending 
the ‘completion: of these: researches, which 
may extend over a long. time, and will in 
any case be directed mainly ‘to the 
scientific aspects ofthe problem, the Govern- 
or General considered: it desirable to place 
on record, in aconcise form, the results of practic- 
al experience which have been acqtired in 
the lust five years of actual plague adminisira- 
tion.

I[t foliows 
that municipalities and local bodies should be 
encouraged and assistéd to demolish inganttasy 
quiurters, to improve the paving of alleys and 
side-watks, to neglect no opportunities of wid- 
ening the narrow streets, [o enforce simple 
building rules, and, perfect their systems of 
drainage and conservancy. All godowns where 
grain is stored should be render rat-proof, and 
should be licble to periodical inspection.
